Hi Gita and Steve, this Wed, we are holding a special meeting of the BID Security Committee to do a deeper dive on the 
homeless situation and ascertain the committee’s direction to the board(s) on topics related to a Hollywood shelter, 
supportive housing, storage and related issues. I’ve been advancing several ideas to both boards - and they have been 
receptive - but I want to get to the place where we have board action taken to give staff a firm footing to proceed to speak 
on behalf of the owners. Whatever comes out of this meeting will be taken to the two BID boards in April. 


One of the topics will be the notion of a temporary shelter while we await the identification of a site for a permanent 
shelter. I seem to recall a conversation (perhaps in the context of the hearing on the women’s shelter proposed for 
Gardner) that if a shelter is located in a neighborhood, there can be conditions attached thereto that will help to mitigate 
the impact on the directly adjacent stakeholders and surrounding blocks? I was wondering if one of you could come to 
the meeting on Wednesday, so we could explore that concept further.
